Paris, June 4.— The extended strike 
of the seamen has virtually come to 
en end with the 
capitulation of the 
strikers, who are expected to resume 
work at the home and colonial ports. I 
Gapt.'iin La Peyre, one of the strik­ 
ers’ delegates, conveyed this informa­ 
tion to Minister of Marine Thomson. 
He informed 
Mr. Thomson 
that the 
strike committee assembled In Paris J 
had telegraphed Hie 
following mes­ 
sage to all ports: 
“ The doh gates h a ir 
tm on in con- 
ferenco with the m inister of marine 
and the naval committee of tile cham­ 
ber 
cf deputies. 
Tire 
minister has J 
abandoned the prosecution-’of desert-J 
ors and he has requested ihe naviga­ 
tion companies to reinstate all offi­ 
cers and mon. 
The members of the 
naval 
committee assured 
the dele­ 
gates that M. Thomson’s proposition 
in the matter of pensions would he im­ 
proved.

There was a long session of the City 
Fath ers Monday evening lasting nearly 
to midnight. 
M o s t l y routine busmen- 
was done, littlo of startling nature ta k ­ 
ing place. 
Aldermen 
Farrar, Zakariasen, Tur- 
cotte, Bouck, Twohoy and Baker and 
President Johnson 
responded to 
roll 
call. 
T h e clerk reported a total of $256.80 
fines collected in May. 
T h e fire c h i e fs 
report was read and 
accepted. 
Poundmaster Joseph Belleek reported 
$8.50 collected as pound fees during the 
month of May. 
T h e city clerk’s report 
showed 82,- 
907.08 received and 84,535 paid out leav­ 
ing a balance of $8,300 on hand. 
The pay roll of the city officers was al­ 
lowed at $263.33. 
Alderman Fogelstrom came in. 
Bills for rock amounting to $1,301.05 
were allowed. 
City Attorney Polk asked that all 
bills be voted as provided by the c h a r ­ 
ter in being allowed. 
Alderman Farrar 
stated that this was done. 
Tho pay roll of the electric light de­ 
partment amounting 
to $541.00 was 


allowed. 
A motion was made and duly carried 
to allow all bills not otherwise disposed

Alderman 
Zakariasen 
reported 
a 
shortage of $150 in court fees and fines 
due too city from the former city clerk, 
F. F. Low. 
A motion was made to re 
for the matter to the city attorney for 
collection. 
Mr. 
Polk stated that tho 
amounts might not have been collected 
by Mr. Low 
and the city may not be 
able to collect them of him. 
The matter 
was laid on the table till tho next meet- 
Alderman Graham came in and 
mg. 
Alderman Bouck was excused and left 
the chamber. 
Mayor Wise suggested that a com­ 
mittee be appointed to look into the 
matter of borrowing $30,UUU to take up 
the floating indebtedness of the city. 
T h e matter was referred to the finance 
committee with instructions to report 


at next meeting. 
Th e fire committee reported 
that it 
had learned of a suitable team for a file 
team at Anoka,

what price it could be purchased. Team 
weighed 1,400 each and were five years 
of age. 
Th e tire committee was given 
power to act iii the matter of the pur­ 
chase of a team.

position of boulevards. 
A petition was 
also presented 
for the curbing of S e v ­

so 
I hat 
the present 
session might

brought to a close In the usual tim e . 


“ I believe,” said the prem ier, “ that 
the B ish people would have done well 
to fi;iv#* given the details of the meas; 
urn greater attention than appears to 
have been the case at the recent con­ 
vention. But, In vie w of the announce­ 
ment of the leader of the Irish party 
in 
Die house 
of commons 
that he 
would ahi Ie by th'* 
decision of the 
convention, and in view of the unani­ 
mous decision of the convention to re­ 
ject 111 y* bill, th " governm ent cannot 
go any further w ith it.”
